The Horrors of indersonrllle. 


Alonzb Arery and L. Matthews, of the 


Ninth Minnesota Segiment, who •were 
confined for several months at Anderson- 
ville, Ga., have furnished the St. Paul 
Frets with §omc facts and statistics of the 
atrocious treatment of our prisoners, which 
presents most vividly the shocking barbar- 
ity of the rebels. The general correctness 
of their figures la proved by the fact that 
they nearly coincide, being in fact, a little 
below those of the official death roll sent 
to our Exchange Commissioners at Vicks- 
burg: 


Sergeant Avery gives a list of the mem- 


bers of his own regiment who died there, 
\riththeirnnmber on the death register, 
and the names of a few belonging to other 
Minnesota regimenta. 


The earliest death he records is that of 


Ashley Wood, died May 10th, 
1804, No. 


1)80. 
The nert is No. 1,211, on May 19th, 


showing that 225 prisoners died in nine 
days. The next death among the Minne- 
sota soldiers occurred July 14, at which 
data the death number had reached 3,287, 
showing a mortality of 2,076 in fifty-six 
days. On the 1st of August the deaths 
had amounted to 4,498, being an increaso 
of 1,211 in seventeen dave. To August 
lath, 1,217 more had died", and on the 30th 
of thatmonth the t*al number of murders 
had reached 7,312, being nearly-end hun- 
dred daily during tho month. 
For tho 


month of September the deaths were 2,874, 
and from the 1st to tho 28tli of October, 
1,417, at which date tho whole number of 
the dead was 11,603. Before, or about 
this time, prisoner* began to be .moved to 
Savannah for exchange, and others to 
Milien Prison in Georgia, and Florence, 
South Carolina v yet vith this diminution, 
basides the horrible reduction by death, 
1,053 more prisoners perished in tho An- 
deraotmllo Golgotha, by February 14th. 
1865, the whole number then being 12,656. 


The writer says: " Tho foregoing list 


of deaths I can vouch for as correct, as I 
had charge of the graveyard and made 
the death report each day. 
It is needless 


to say anything in regard to the manner 
in which they were buried, as the public 
are aware of the fact ere this that they 
were stripped of ail their clothing and 
bnried without coffins, or anything but 
two feet of Georgia soil for a covering. 
Such is the manner of treatment our brave 
soldiers receive when in the hands of reb- 
els, after long suffering, and at hist dying 
the death of all 
deaths—starvation. 


Twelve thousand eight hundred and eighty- 
four were registered in the death register 
on the 24th of March, 1805. 
It is safe to 


say that over one-half of all prisoners 
that ever entered Andersonville are num- 
bered with those that are not." 


Mr. Matthers writes: " Two hundred 


and seventy of us (of the 9th Minnesota) 
went into Andersonville stockade. Some 
few went to Florence, South Carolina, but 
the most of them havo died. I doubt if 
there be fifty to return home.'-' 


THE latest news from St. Petersburg re- 


specting the epidemic there is encourag- 
ing. 
Medical men agree that the disease 


is not the plague, but a violent type of 
fever, the virulency of which is increased 
by die unhealthy condition of St. Peters- 
burg. One London physician of eminence 
says the disease is similar to the cerebro- 
epinal meningitis, or spotted fever, which 
has been prevalent in the United States 
since the rebellion broke out. The Brit- 
ish Ambassador at St. Petersburg tele- 
graphs: 
"Another physician has con- 


finned my previous reports on the fever 
here: dilated pupils are a symptom of re- 
current fever, but typhus is the more gen- 
eral disease. I believe there have been no 
cases with bnbos or carbuncles. The army 
and navy are healthy. 
Four or five 


physicians have died. The Ismailow Bar- 
rack was converted into a hospital. On 
March 15th of last year there were in hos- 
pital 2,744' patients, and on March loth 
this year, 3,812. The mortality from all 
causes rose one day to 118, bat has gen- 
erally been about 70 or 80 deaths daily. 
Previous dispatch put normal mortality 
too low ; it is at this seoson about forty 
deaths daily." 


THE greatest and most beneficial system 


of sewerage in the world is that which has 
just been partially completed in London, 
at a cost of twenty millions of dollars. It 
only remains to finish the Thames embank- 
ment in order to dovetail and improve the 
place.

must have liberally guatuined the newspa-' 
per press. Here, in a city of less than 
five thousand inhabitants, there were pub- 
lished two dailies—the Progress, nnti Jeff. 
Davii«, half Union, and the 
Confederate, 


rabid secession-independence or nothing ; 
tiro semi-weeklies—the Standard, peace 
and old line whig, and the Consenaiice, 
old line whig and southern rights; and one 
weekly—the Field and Fireside, principal- 
ly patronized by young women as the Con- 
serraliee was by elderly ones. 


Mr. Holdcn, editor of the Standard, is 


xs well known by reputation at the Xorth 
as at the South. He has fought a good 
fight against the despotism which the Da- 
vis administration at Richmond sought to 
spread over the soi-aisant confederacy. 
Ilia influence in the western part of the 
state was so great as to compel Governor 
Ellis and Governor Vance to protect him 
against the confederate authorities, and 
there can be no doubt that his efforts, only 
partially in favor of the Union though 
they have been, have done much to pre- 
vent the struggling flame of loyalty in tho 
old North State from becoming utterly ex- 
tinct. _ in the town, while a very small 
minority agree with him in opinion, his 
personal popularity is unbounded 
lie is 


regarded as a man who is entitled to say 
what he pleases, because hois believed to be 
thoroughly honest and conscientious. Some 
months ago the Standard office was rifled 
and destroyed by a Georgia regiment that 
passed through Raleigh. Mr. Iloldeu'a 
friends thought an incendiary article in 
tho Confederate had provoked the outrage, 
so they retaliated by destroying the office of 
that paper and re-establishing Mr liolden 
in business. They were powerful enough to 
do this with impunity, and to protect Mr. 
liolden against subsequent molestation. 


Mr. Pennington has not made so promi- 


nent a mark as Mr. Holdcn, yet he has 
been even more fearless and outspoken in 
his expressions of opinion. Ho has 'con- 
tinually denounced the confederacy, and 
declared, six months ago, that their cause 
was hopeless; that then, with Lee in Rich 
mond, a powerful army in tho Southwect, 
and several seaports still in their posession, 
they might raake advantageous terms of 
peace with tho North ou the basis of re- 
construction ; but that in a year, with all 
their defenses gone they would have to ac- 
cept Kuch terras as tho North might offer. 
His predictions have been fulfilled in less 
time than he anticipated.
